2. The inventions listed as Groups l-VII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Any feature which 
links the inventions fails to make a contribution over the prior art in view of the reference 
marked "X" in the PCT Search Report. 

3. During a telephone conversation with Ms. Sheila Loggins on October 30, 2006 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-5. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
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Office action. Claims 6-15 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

Claim Scope and Interpretation 

5. The claims are drawn to mixtures. However, as the substituents of the different 
compounds in the mixtures can read on each other, single compounds can anticipate or 
make the mixtures obvious where disclosed substituents can read on the substituents of 
all of the compounds in the claimed mixtures. Claims are given their broadest 
reasonable interpretation during prosecution. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by FR 
1,479,540. See Example 4, in which X=Y=NHCH3. 
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8. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Eckhardt 
et al., US 5,945,396. See, for example, the compound in the middle of col. 8. 

9. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP 
41 3,926. See the compound at the top of p. 4. 

10. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mengler 
et al., US 3,951,965. See entry 31 in the table in cols. 15-16. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

12. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The closest priojr art of record is the references summarized above. They do 
not anticipate or make obvious the preparation of a compound as recited in claim 5. 
Any prior art made of record and not relied upon is of interest and is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure.
